Amboyna's an Iſland lying near to Serar, about 
forty Miles in Circumference, under which is the 
Government of ſeveral ſmall Iſlands, lying there- 8 
abouts ; the Produce thereof is Cloves; and for 
the gathering them, and buying them, the Eg 
I: Company had ſettled five {veral Factories, 
the principal of which was in the City of Amboy 8 
za; and firſt, Mr! George Muſchamp, and after- 8 
wards Mr. Gabriel Towerſon, were their Agents, 
with Directions over the other ſmall Factories, at 
Hitto and Larica in the ſame Iſland, and at Lobo 
and Cambello, upon the Point of the Neighbour 
ing Iſland Seran. | 9 

The Dutch have upon this Iſland of Amboyua, 
and on the Point of Seray, four Forts, the prin- 
cipal of which is in the City of Amboyna, well for. 
tiſy d, conſiſting of four Bulwarks, with ſeveral # 
Baſtions, upon each of which were mounted ſix

one ſide of the Caſtle, and on the Land-fide it is 
ſeparated by a Ditch of twenty four Foot broad, 
very deep, and always fill'd with the Sea; the 
Garriſon conſiſts of about 200 Dutch Soldiers,

N ces aroſe between them; the Engliſh complain d, 


* $ that the Dutch did not alone unneceſſarily ex- 
pend great Sums in adding new Fortifications to 
their Forts, and placing it to the common Ac- 


compt, but that they paid the Garriſon in 
Victuals and Cloathing, which they ſold to 
them four or five Times dearer than they coſt 
them, not accepting the Share of the Emglifo 
towards their Diſburſements, but only in ready 
Money; by which Means, the Dutch had from 
the Engliſh more than two Thirds, 9 
were oblig d to no more than one Third. Upon 
theſe and other Matters, aroſe great Diſputes and 
Diſſatisfactions, the Accounts of which were ſent 
to Faccatra, in the Iſland of Great Java, to be 
decided there by Agents reſiding in Behalf of 
both Companies; but they not coming to an 
Agreement concerning their Differences, ſent the 
Accounts over into Europe, to be determin d by 
the Companies there; and if they ſhould not a- 
gree, they were to be referr'd to the King of 
England and the States General, according to the

In the ſame Day, John Beaumont zvas 
brought the ſecond! Time into the Proveſt?s 
Chamber, where one.

Villium Griggs mas brought 
in to accuſe Beaumont, who faid; That at 
the Time of the Conſult for ſürprizing the

Caſtle, Beaumont. was there preſent, Beaumont 
denying. it with great Imprecations ; but 
when was tyd up, and Water pour'd 
upon him; till he was ready to burſt, he 
conſented to all that was aſk'd him; but 
when he was oy a _ he 2 it 
appear to Capt. Wiemport, and one on, 
a Dutch Merchant that was there preſent , 
that theſe Things could not poſhbly be at- 
tempted. But however, they forc'd him to 
ſet his Hand to his Confeſſion, or elſe he 
muſt undergo the ſame Puniſhment again; 
rather than which he ſign'd it. After which, 
they bound two great Irons about his Legs, 
and 2 him to Priſon again. 
After this, George Sharrock, Aſſiſtant at 
Hitto, was brought to be examin'd, who, 
ſeeing how terribly the others were us d, 
was ready to confeſs; and being brought to 
the Place of Torment, the Water ready, and 
the Candles ont „ he pray'd that God 
would not ſuffer him to defile his Conſci- 
ence with ſuch notorious Lies, as they had 
done, He was then examin'd by the Go- 
vernor and Provoſt, who charg'd him with 
the Conſpiracy: He fell upon his Knees , 
and proteſted his Innocency ; then they or- 
der d him to be tormented , and told him, 
if he did nat confeſs the whole Truth, he ſhould 
be-puniſh'd with Fire till he was dead, and 
then be dragg'd by the Legs to the Gallows, 
where he ſhould he hang d. But as he perſiſted in 
bis Innocency, the Provoſt commanded him 
to be ty'd up; he then-begg'd for; a little 
Reſpite, and told them, that on . 
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Day, (the Time of the pretended Confpira- 
cy) he was at Hitto, and not at Amboyna , 
and that he had not been there ſince No- 
vember laſt ; to juſtify which, he could bring 
ſeveral Dutch, who were with him, to wit- 
neſs the ſame. Notwithſtanding , they or- 
der'd him to be ty'd up again, when he 
deſir d again a little more Time; which 
being granted, he told them he had heard 
John Clarke (who was with him at Hitto) 
often ſay, that the Dutch had impos' d ma- 
ny and inſufferable Hardſhips upon the Ex- 
ib, and that he would be reveng'd on them; 
to which End he had diſcover'd to Capt. 
Iverſon a very T Way to accom» 
pliſh it; which Words, the Provoſt: and the 
reſt gave very great. Attention to, exhorting 
him to proceed; which accordingly he did, 
telling them, that John Clarke had deſir d 
Leave of Capt. Tower ſon to go to Maaſſer, 
to adviſe with the Spaniards to come with 
their Gallies, and plunder the FaQories of 
Amboyna and Seran. At this, they aſſed him 
what Capt. Towerſon ſaid, who: told them, he 
was much enrag'd at him for it, and from 
that Time would not any more look upon him.

after, one Yilkam Dunkin, (who before, had

cept Capt. Towerſon, he violently fell down, 
where having laid ſome Time, he roſe up, 
being ſeiz d with a violent Frenzy, which 
continud upon him two or three Days, and 
then miſerably dy'd. A little after that, a 

eat Sickneſs happen'd at Amboyna, which 
wept away above a thouſand of the Dutch 
and 4mboyzers; both which "Accidents were 
ſuppos d by the remaining Engliſh, to be a 
Completion of Tompſon's wv re at the Place 
of Execution , and was look'd upon by the 
as-a Token of God's Anger for the 
Barbarity of the Dutch. 1 


The next Day after the Execution, the 


28th of February, was ſpent in rejoycing 
for their Deliverance from the late pre- 
tended Conſpiracy. The Day following, 
John Beaumont, George Sharrock , and William 


Webber, were brought before the Governor, 


who told them, they were oblig'd to his 


Favour for their Lives; but alſo told Col- 
tins; who was there alſo, and Beaumont, that 


they ſhould go to Faccatra, to ſtand at the 
Mercy oß the Dutch Governor there; and then 
order d them to confer amongſt themſelves 
who were the moſt proper Perſons to be ſet- 


tled in the Factory; which they having 


done, and declar'd their Opinion to the 


pectire Places, informing them, that, for the 
0d future, 


Governor, he commanded them to their reſ-

future, he would take the Affairs of the Exghif6 
Company into his Protection. | 


Juſt at this Time he intercepted a Letter, 
which came from the Engl: Preſident at Fac- 
catra, directed to Capt. Towerſon ; at the read- 
ing of which, be declar d he was glad that 
the Engliſh at that Place were innocent of the 


The Governor and Provoſt having con- 
cluded _ — — — 12 went to 
Banda, where they made great iry con- 
cerning Capt. Vilden, Agent for 1 Elis 
there, if poſſible they might lay any thing 
to his r who, finding they could 
not, receiv'd him in a very obliging Man- 


ner, proteſting they rejoyc'd that he and the 


Engliſh at Faccatra, were not concernd in 
the Conſpiracy. | | 


Capt. Vilden, conſidering the Diſorder, and 
Confuſion of the Engliſþ Company's Affairs 
at Amboyna, occaſion'd by the Dutch, hir d 
a Dutch Pinnace at Banda, and repair'd to 


Amboyna ; where, upon his Arrival, he re- 


call'd the Engliſh that were ſent by the 
Governor to the other Factories. Having 
made Enquiry from one to the other con- 
cerning the whole Matter, he perceiv'd, by 
the reſolute and. unanimous Relation of them 
all, that there was no ſuch Conſpiracy. of 
the Engliſh, as was pretended, and under- 
ſtanding what a ſtrict Order he had laid up- 
on the Lnall Remainder of the Engliſh, not. de 
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confer with the Inhabitants of Amboyna con- 
cerning the late Matter, was mightily con- 
cern'd. : a 


* The Dutch endeavour'd, in the mean Time, 
to poſleſs the Minds of the People with the 
Treaſon and bloody Deſign of the Emglifh 
to have maſſacred them all, with other 
ſuch invented Cruelties ; which had ſo great 
an Influence upon the Vulgar, that they could 
not endure the Sight of the Zngliſh, without 
Revenge in their Faces. 


Mr. Vilden, perceiving it was not con- 

ſiſtent with the Honour nor Advantage of 
the Eli Company, to refide any longer 
at Aniboyna, took this Remainder in 
the Pinnace he had hir'd, along with him 
to Faccatra, where the Governor of An 
boyna had ſent Beaumont and Collins be- 
fore, there to be at the Mercy of the Go- 


As ſoon as theſe ſorrowful Tidings had 
reach'd - Faccatra ; the Engliſþ Preſident ſent 
immediately to the Dutch Governor there, 
to know by what Authority the Governor 
of Amboyna had thus proceeded againſt the 
Buglifs, and whether he and the Dutch at 
Faccatra. approv'd of the Matters > The Go- 
vernor gave him for Anſwer, that the Au- 
thority of the Governor of Amboyna was 
founded upon the Power which the States 
General bad inveſted in him, by which he 
bad a Right to govern both "OO 
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and Civil Affairs, juſtifying his Piudeeding 
againſt the Exliſ ' as Traytors, byo ther 
own Confeſſion; one of which he{ſent 0 
the Preſident, who ſent it back to have his 
Hand to it, but had it not return him 
aga m.

- Tompſon; in the mean Time, went to the 
Caſtle, to aſk Leave of the Governor to land 
ſome Rice, on the very firſt Day of the 
Examination of the Fapaneſe, from whence 
he carry'd the News to the Exliß Houſe. 
This certainly would have been ſufficient to 
have oblig'd them to ſecure themſelves , if 
they had been guilty of any ſuch De-

Veſſels that lay in the Road, to tranſport 
themſelves to Seran, Bottoen , or Maccaſſer , 
out of the Juriſdiction of the Dutch.

It is contrary to Reaſon, to believe, that 
ten Men, among whom was not one Sols 
dier, ſhould attempt to have taken a Fort 
ſo ſtrong and ſo well garriſon'd; and con- 
ſidering at the ſame Time the Aſſiſtance. o 
the Fapaneſe, who alſo were but. ten, and 
they, like the Englih, always. unarm'd; 
All the Arms that were found among the 
Engliſh , conſiſted but of three Swords, two 
Mufkets, and a ſmall Quantity of Powder; 
and for the Fapaneſe, they were ſuffer'd to 
bear no Arms, but only a Cattan, ( ſome- 
thing like an Englih Dagger) for there is a 
great Penalty laid on any of the Dutch, 
that ſhall procure or fell any Gun-Pow- 
der or Ball, to the Fapaneſe or Amboy- 


ners. | 


But ſuppoſe it were ſo, that. theſe ten

But if ſo, if they had gone thus far, 
what Advantage would it have been to them? 
For they very well knew the Obligation of 
the late Treaty, that the Forts in India 
ſhould remain in the Hands of the Dutch, 
confirm'd by the King of England, and the 
States General. They knew alſo, his Ma- 
jeſty had never any Deſign to moleſt a- 
ny, much more his Neighbours; what then 
muſt” the Exgliſß have expected?

But ftill ſuppoſe, that the Emnglih had 
gone on in this raſh "Attempt ; would a- 
ny believe they would have been ſo unmer- 
ciful to their own Souls, that when they 
were every Minute expecting Death, and ear 
neffly entreated by the Miniſter to diſcharge 
their Conſciences, would have continu'd fo 
harden'd in their Offence? No, it was quite 
otherwiſe , for during that Time they 
behav'd themſelves very devoutly, in pray-

Let Coulſon s Queſtion to the Miniſter ;

The Expectation of Life, they had not; 
and what could they foreſee, when they 
faw Tompſon's Head cut off, but the ſame 
Fate ? Indeed, what Defire could ſome of 
them have to live, after being ſo cruelly 
maſſacred? They were executed one by one, 
and each proteſted at his Death he was inno- 
cent. | 


But now the Dutch , to give ſome Co- 
lour to theſe their Proceedings, declar'd, 
That the Governor and Provoſt found ſuch 
apparent Proofs of their being guilty, that 
had they been their own Country-men, they 
ſhould have undergone the ſame Fate, ha- 
ving formerly, as they ſay, dealt with 
the Dutch after the ſame Manner upon ſuch 
like Occaſions. 


But this is not at all ſufficient; for it 
hath ſeem'd otherwiſe by the Declarations of 
ſeveral worthy Perſons who have ſince come 
from India, that this was only a Deſign to 
cover their Barbarity, and ſpread Abroad 
to make the World believe the Engliſh were 
actually guilty, whom they had put to Death, 
and not the inſatiable Covetouſneſs of the
